Witerary Intelligence. 

Literary aNnp Artistic Corrricut Congress at Brussets.—A Cireular has 
been issued, signed by some of the most distinguished and respectable Bel- 
gian men of letters and artists, convoking a Congress at Brussels, to meet on 
the 27th of September next, in order to take into consideration the state of 
literary and artistic property, and to deliberate upon the means of preparing 
a general international copyright law. The address with which this eircu- 
lar opens, sets forward the advisability of securing equal rights of copyright 
for authors and artists in all parts of the civilized world. It repudiates at the 
same time all appearance of any attempt at interference with the established 
law-givers of the various governments, declaring that the promoters of the 
scheme are desirous only of preparing the way for future legislation; and, 
although it advocates changes in the fiscal arrangements of different coun- 
tries, in order to facilitate the transmission of literary and artistic property, 
it expressly excludes the ticklish point of police regulations relative to lit- 
erary works, The questions that follow the address, and upon which the 
deliberations and votes of the Congress are demanded, are of an eminently 
practical nature, bearing in a very sensible manner upon the subject of de- 
liberation, although some of them seem likely to come under the category of 
“vexed questions.” The deliberations of the Congress are to be held in the 
public hall of the “Académie Royale des Sciences, des Lettres et des Beaux-Arts de 
Belgique ;” and future circulars will set forth the more detailed regulations of 
the meetings, which are to last some days. It may be surprising to find 
Belgium, so Jong the pirate of French literature, thus standing forward as 
the advocate of a general copyright legislature to support literary and 
artistic property; but it is a step in the right direction, which might be ad- 
vantageously encouraged to the credit and reputability of other nations 
eeding so largely on reprints —Literary Gazette. 

German Lrrerature.—Among the works recently published, or soon to be 
published in Germany, we notice a new book by Leopold Rooke, on the 
“ History of England in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries ;” one by 
Adolf Stanr, on “ Lessing,” in two volumes; and a new volume of the “ His- 
tory of the Occidental Philosophy.” by Dr. Roth. A new Quarterly, Jthr- 
buch fir Romanische und Englische Literatur will be exclusively devoted to 
Romanic and English Literature. It is published at Berlin, and edited by 
Professor Ebert of Marburg, and Ferdinand Wolf of Vienna. This inter- 
national intercourse by means of journals devoted to foreign literature is on 
the increase in Europe. Paris has now, beside the older Revue Britannique, 
also a Revue Germanique. 


The literary development of Austria since 1848, has been interesting. 
Before that year, Austria was represented in the literature of Germany wy a 
number of eminent poets, such as Lenau, Anastasius, Grar, and others; but 
to the other departments of literature it furnished but very contributions. 
Since the revolution, in no country of Europe, we believe, has the relative 
increase of books and periodicals Bd as great as in Austria, Austria is at 
present rich in young authors in nearly all departments, numerous enough

to raise in a short time the Austrian Universities and Gymnasia to a level 
with the institutions of the other German States, if a liberal Government 
were there to use them. In 1848, it required only a few weeks to give to 
Austria a flourishing periodical press. The suppression of the revolution was 
a great check upon its further development ; tt it was already too strong 
to be again reduced to the crippled condition in which it was, under Metter- 
nich, ‘There were in Austria at the beginning of 1853, 249 periodicals, 
among them 77 political ; of these, 126 were German, 75 Italian, 15 Magyar, 
31 Slavonian, 1 Romaic, 1 Armenian. In spite of all the new fetters, wich the 
Government, aristocracy and clergy have since forged for the press, this 
number has constantly increased. Some of the political journals of Vienna 
have attained a large circulation. In 1853, the Presse had a daily edition of 
20,000 copies, the Volkszeitung of 14,000, the Fremdenblatt of 10,000, the 
Wanderer of 8,000, the Volksbote of 7,000, All the influential journals of 
Austria were and still are Liberal, and opposed} to the influence which the 
Ultramontane party is exercising over the Emperor and his Cabinet. The 
Ultramontane party itself complains, that more than five-sixths of he press 
are in the hands of the Liberals. Thus, oppressed as Austria may be by an 
iron despotism, the literary culture of the people is progressing. During the 
past and present years a new wed of this has been given by the courses of 
publie lectures which in the larger cities have been given for the educated 
classes.. They have been received with extraordinary applause, and will be 
repeated every year, unless the Government should interfere to prevent.— 
N. Y. Tribune. 


A correspondent of the Siécle (Paris newspaper) gives an amusing ac- 
count of a dinner of Bibliomaniacs, at which he says he was present recently 
in London, where the conversation turned only on rare editions, and he saw 
a tattered Shakspere that cost £400, a Cicero emancipated from a glass-case 
in which he was kept, to be handed round in a tray at dessert, and an old 
dusty Bible was received with loud hurrahs! We fancy our second hand 
booksellers and dealers in curiosa will be somewhat anxious to ascertain the 
locale of such a society as this.

My Dear Arrnur—You have not only my full permission to show this, 
but I beg you to show, to any one who wishes to do me right, or to any one 
who may have been misled into doing me wrong. Faithfully, ete. C. D.

Tavistock House, Tavistock Square, London, W. E., Tuesday, May 25, 1858. 

Mrs. Dickens and I have lived unhappily together for many years. Hardly 
any one who has known us intimately can fail to have known that we are, 
in all respects of character and temperament, wonderfully unsuited to each 
other. I suppose that no two people not vicious in themselves, ever were 
joined together, who had a greater difficulty in understanding one another, 
or who had less in common. An attached woman servant (more friend to 
both of us than aservant,) who lived with us sixteen years, aud is now mar- 
ried, aud who was, and still is in Mrs. Dickens’ confidence and in mine, who 
had the closest familiar experience of this unhappiness, in London, in the 
country, in France, in Italy, wherever we have been, year after year, month 
after month, week after week, day after day, will bear testimony to this. 

Nothing has, on many occasions, stood between us and a separation but 
Mrs. Dickens’ sister, Georgine Hogarth. From the age of fifteen she has de- 
voted herself to our house and our children. She has been their playmate, 
nurse, instructress, friend, protectress, adviser and companion. In the manly 
consideration towards Mrs. Dickens, which I owe to my wife, I will merely 


remark of her, that the peculiarity of her character has thrown all the chil- | 


dren on some one else. I do not know—I cannot by any stretch of taney 
imagine—what would have become of them but for this aunt, who has grown 
up with them, to whom they are devoted, and who has sacriticed the best 
part of her youth and life to them, 

the has remonstrated, reasoned, suffered and toiled, and came again to 
prevent a separation between Mrs. Dickens and me. Mrs. Dickens has often 
expressed to her her sense of her affectionate care and devotion in the house 
—never more strongly than within these last twelve months. 

For some years past Mrs. Dickens has been in the habit of representing to 
me that it would be better for her to go away, and live apart; that her 
always increasing estrangement made a mental disorder under which she some- 
times labors—-more, that she felt herself unfit fer the life she had to lead as 
my wife, and that she would be far better away. I have uniformly replied 
that we must bear our misfortune and fight the fight out to the end; that 
the children were the first consideration, and that 1 feared they must bind us 
together “in appearance.” 

At length, within these three weeks, it was suggested to me by Forster 
that even for their sakes, it would surely be better to re-construct and re- 
arrange their unhappy home. I empowered him to treat with Mrs. Dickens, 
as the friend of both of us for one and twenty years. Mrs. Dickens wished to 
add on her part, Mark Lemon, and did so. On Sat rday last Lemon wrote to 
Forster, that Mrs. Dickens “ gratefully and thankfully accepted” the terms | 
proposed to her. 

Of the pecuniary part of them, I will only say that I believe they are as 
generous as if Mrs. Dickens were a lady of distinction, and I a man of for- 
tune. The remaining parts of them are easily described—my eldest boy to 
live with Mrs. Dickens and take care of her; my eldest girl to keep my 
house—both my girls and all my children but the eldest son, to live with 
me, in the continued companionship of their aunt Georgine, for whom they 
haye all the tenderost affection that J have ever seen amongst young people,

and who has a higher claim (as I have often declared for many years,) upon 
my affection, respect and gratitude, than anybody in this world. 

I hope that no one who may become acquainted with what I write here, 
can possibly be so cruel and unjust, as to put any misconstruction on our 
separation, so far. My elder children all understand it perfectly, and all ac- 
cept it as inevitable. There is not ashadow of doubt or concealment among 
us—my eldest son and I are one, as to it all. 

Two wicked persons who should have spoken very differently of me, in 
consideration of earned respect and gratitude, have(as I am told, and indeed 
to my personal knowledge,) coupled with this separation the name of a young 
lady for whom I have a great attachment and regard. I will not repeat her 
name—I honor it too much. Upon my soul and honor, there is not on this 
earth a more virtuous and spotless creature than that young lady. I know 
her to be innocent and pure, and as good as my own dear daughters, Further, 
I am quite sure that Mrs, Dickens, having received this assurance from me, 
must now believe it, in the respect I know her te have for me, and in the 
perfect confidence I know her in her better moments to repose in my truth- 
fulness. 

On this head again, there is not a shadow of doubt or concealment be- 
tween my children and me. All is open and plain among us, as though we 
were brothers and sisters. They are perfectly certain that I would not 
deceive them, and the confidence among us is without a fear. Cc. D.
